Unknown to Deputy M ang Sergeant Parga, a Compton unit was independent 
searching for the same Lojack activation, and detained Suspect Clark in front of 
Avalon Boulevard, without further incident. An extensive search of the area did not 
locate a weapon. 


No Department members were injured. Suspect Clark reported abrasions to his right 
hand, left wrist and right leg, presumably from climbing over the wall and the junk cars. 
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IAB Note: The summary of this incident is based on 
physical evidence collected at the scene by Los Angeles 
County Sheriff's Department Crime Lab personnel, IAB 
investors observations, as well as information obtained 
from the original crime report and supplemental reports 
along with interviews of the involved employees and 
witnesses.

INVESTIGATORS OBSERVATIONS 


The shooting scene was not checked on the night of the incident by IAB investigators 
because of reports of hand grenades and possible unstable explosives at the location. 


Deputy EEE patrol car was stopped approximately 15-20 feet west/southwest 
from the stolen Tahoe and Suspect. 


Deputy and Sergeant Parga pursued the Suspect on foot approximately 80 
feet to the entrance of the alley and then an additional 75 feet into the rear yard of 

Avalon Blvd, for a total of approximately 155 feet. All measurements were 
based on interviews and measurements from the CSI sketch and reports.

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LIGHTING AND WEATHER CONDITIONS 


The incident occurred during daylight hours. The weather was warm and clear. 


INVOLVED EMPLOYEE STATEMENTS 


Deputy Sheriff =- interviewed on July 27, 2010 at 
approximately 2332 hours by IAB Sergeants David Bly and Brenda Parker. The 
interview took place at Century Station and was recorded for review. 


Deput sai orking Century Station unit 

with Sergeant Carlos Parga. He 
said he was the driver and Sergeant Parga was the bookman. He said their patrol car 
was equipped with Lojack and they received a “hit.” He said they were looking for the 
stolen vehicle, a green Chevy Tahoe, with the help of the Lojack signal. He said, “We 
were driving around the neighborhood because we had a Lojack hit on our vehicle 
earlier. Our vehicle is equipped with Lojack. And as we were going northbound on 
Avalon, just before 154", our signal got even stronger. It pointed us to the direction of 
154" (the City of Compton).” 


IAB Note: See Exhibit “A”, page 10, for a copy of 
Cerritos College Police Department CHP-180 report, 
documenting a 2004 Green Chevy Tahoe Ca license 
number a was stolen on 07/27/10 between 1145 
and 1630 hours. The vehicle was entered into SVS at 
1718 hours. 


IAB Note: Unknown to Deputy EB ang Sergeant 
Parga, Compton Station units were also investigating 
the Lojack hit and, in fact, were conducting a 
surveillance of the stolen Tahoe and the Suspect. 
Additionally, Compton Station personnel did not know 
Century Station ee investigating the same 
Lojack hit. 


Deputy saia, “As we made a right onto -- from (northbound) Avalon a right 
onto 154 St., we see the vehicle that Lojack identified as a stolen vehicle. We see a 
male black holding the -- he’s in front of the vehicle with the hood. He’s holding it with 
both hands with the hood up. We were driving towards it. The vehicle was parked on 
the north side of the street facing west, and we were driving eastbound and we stopped 
maybe about 15, 15 yards (feet) before the vehicle. We exit our vehicle to detain the 
suspect of the stolen vehicle. A stolen vehicle investigation.” 
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“We tell him, ‘Let me see your hands.’ He turns around, shuts the hood, looks in our 
direction, reaches into his waistband and immediately starts running eastbound on the 
north side of the sidewalk. We -- we ran after him to see where he was running. We 
ran (after) him on the right of the truck and about maybe five or between five and ten 
yards, there’s a north and south alley just east of Avalon. Well, he makes a left, goes 
northbound. We stopped at -- we ran after him.” 


“We stopped to see where he was running just to detain him and as we got to the 
mouth of the alley, we saw him running westbound at the second building north of 154" 
St. He runs into an open gate. It looks like a mechanic shop with a bunch of cars in the 
back. | could observe him, and | entered the building to see where he was going. No, 
the yard. The yard. At this -- at this point, | see him running westbound on the yard so | 
try to get a better view where he was running to.”

from the Suspect.

Deputy EEE sai he had his duty weapon drawn as he exited their patrol car, but 
did not know if Sergeant Parga had drawn his weapon or not. He said he had the lead 
position and Sergeant Parga was behind him during the incident. He said the Suspect 
was wearing a big, dark colored shirt. He said, “We exit our vehicle, contacted the 
suspect to detain him. He turns around, shuts the hood, looks at our direction. | could 
see a bulge on the right side of his waistband. Looks at us and he starts running 
eastbound on the north sidewalk. Telling him to stop. Tell him to stop, ‘Let me see 
your hands,’ cause | can’t see his hand. ‘Let me see your hands. Let me see your 
hands.’ And he immediately starts running eastbound on the —.” 


Deputy EE said the stolen vehicle was parked in front of a large trash bin (“roll off” 
type trash bin) and he and Sergeant Parga used the trash bin as concealment and 
cover as they followed the Suspect east to the northbound alley. 


Deputy EE said as the Suspect fled, the Suspect had his hand at his waistband 
and was pulling his shirt up. Deputy [EEE saia, “He's going -- he’s trying -- he's 
trying to pull his shirt up. | could see he’s trying to pull with his left. He's trying to pull 
his shirt up and at that time, he turns around. And during this time, he's trying to pull 
his shirt and he’s looking back to see where we're at. So |’m thinking I’m already in fear 
right there thinking this guy has a weapon or something. I’m thinking he’s going to stop 
so | got my gun at him but he continues running. At this time, he runs to an alley, to the 
mouth of the alley. Well, | don’t want to run right behind him in case he does have a 
gun so, my partner and | run on the street just next to the truck.” 
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Deputy EEE said, “Once | see that he made it this far, | immediately ran to the 
mouth of the alley where | observed him. | observed him running northbound in the 
alley just by the second property. At this time, he’s looking back to see what we're 
gonna do and this time we posted up right here by the mouth of the ally on the west 
side of the alley. There’s an open gate here. Suspect runs in here into the alley, runs 
westbound into the property. At this time, we're walking, you know? We don't want to 
go too fast. We don't want to -- and this time | could see him jump on top of a car.” 


Deputy EE said as they looked into the rear yard of HB Avalon Blvd, he saw 
the yard was full of junk vehicles. He said the Suspect jumped on top of a car, still 
moving westbound through the yard, jumping off the car. He said, “At this time, | see 
the suspect running westbound through the lot. | could see him through here. This 
time, | could see him he jumped from the car, was going westbound. At this time, | 
jumped on top of the car so | could see where he was going. At that time I'm getting 
ready for containment. He comes behind -- there’s a white truck here and as I'm getting 
ready for containment, | look up and he’s getting something, an object out of his 
waistband.” 


Deputy IEEE saic he was on top of a car looking for the Suspect when he saw him 
on the ground level, in a space by a vehicle. He said, “He was -- he was hiding behind 
it. | could see his body right here. He’s not totally behind it. These cars are all 
together. They're all bunched up together. He’s actually next to the vehicle. There's 
very little space between the vehicles on the -- on the south side on the north -- these 
are the south vehicles and the north vehicles, he’s in between both vehicles. They're all 
tight in here. There's no space. | didn't even go back there, but | can’t see any space 
between them. He had a clear view of me; | had a clear view of him. That's when he 
turned around with an object in his -- he reaches into his waistband. | could see a shiny 
object in his hand. That's when | fear for my life and for my partner's life and | fired 
three rounds.” 


Deputy EE said the Suspect did not raise his hands or the object he was holding. 
He said he did not want the Suspect to raise the object toward him. He said, “The 
whole time he was reaching towards his waistband. The whole time he was running 
with his hands in his waistband. He had a long shirt and he was fumbling like he 
couldn't even run that fast. | mean, he, you know, when you run with something you're 
-- you know, | -- | carry my gun sometime and you can’t run. It's hard to -- and he's 
reaching, like, with his shirt trying to get something out. When he got it out when he 
was in the back of the yard, he got the object out and was turning around. When his 
hand was coming up from his -- it was like you could see his shoulders going up. He 
was like in a stand where - like a shooting stand. And like | recognized that as a threat, 
and | was in fear. | mean, my whole time I’m thinking about my kids. | want to go 
home and see my kids, you know?” 
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Deputy I said he was aiming at the Suspect, firing down and to the west. He 
said he was aware of the block wall in the background and he did not see any other 
persons in the yard when he shot. He said Sergeant Parga was to located to his left 
when he was on top of the vehicle and when he shot. 


Deputy EE said the Suspect continued moving west, jumping over the block wall 
onto Avalon Blvd. He said he and Sergeant Parga ran out of the yard and back around 
to Avalon Blvd when he heard a Compton unit had detained the Suspect. He said, “I 
heard something -- you know what? | heard Compton saying, ‘We have one detained,’ 
or something like that, to that affect, though. And | was surprised because why would, 
you know? | didn’t know we had another unit there.” 


Deputy EEE said he heard Sergeant Parga transmit a deputy involved shooting. 
He said he later learned the Suspect was not wounded. 


Deputy EEE saia from the time he exited the patrol car until he shot at the Suspect 
was approximately 15 seconds. 


Deputy EEE said from when they first contacted the Suspect, he and Sergeant 
Parga were telling him to stop and to show his hands. He said they did not broadcast 
they were going to contact a suspect concerning the stolen vehicle or that the suspect 
fled and they were in pursuit. He said when he was on top of a vehicle in the yard, 
looking for the suspect, he was about to set up a containment, when the Suspect 
emerged from a space between two cars. 


Deputy IE saia, as quoted from his transcribed interview: 

Bly: | guess -- | guess | do have one question. When you first saw him, did 
you think about getting on the radio and saying hey, we got a 1029 Victor 
suspect or anything like that? 


Es No, because there’s two of us in the car. No. No, I really thought he was 
gonna stop. 


Bly: Did Century or did the station know you guys had a Lojack hit? 


Well, what you do is you get on the -- when it comes up on your Lojack 
you run it on your MDT box.

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SWORN WITNESS STATEMENTS 


Parga, Carlos, Sergeant, .: interviewed on July 27, 2010 at approximately 
2359 hours by IAB Sergeants David Bly and Brenda Parker. The interview took place 
at Century Station and was recorded for review. 


Sergeant Parga said, “Myself and my partner, Deputy EE vere trying to locate a 
Lojack hit. Our vehicle is -- is equipped with the Lojack equipment and we were 
working off fresh signals that were coming from our Lojack equipment. The vehicle, 
according to the information provided to us from the Lojack number, described the 
vehicle, vehicle license plate and all the details regarding the stolen vehicle. The 
vehicle was described as a green Chevy, what was that, Tahoe. And it provided us the 
license plate. | don’t recall the exact license plate at this time.” 


“When we got to 154" and (northbound) Avalon, along the -- on 154", just east of 
Avalon on the north sidewalk, we saw the vehicle and the vehicle’s hood was propped 
open. At the front of the vehicle it appeared that there was -- there was a male black 
who was fumbling with the engine compartment of the stolen vehicle.” 


“At that point since we immediately identified the vehicle as the stolen vehicle that was 
in the Lojack system, we decided we were gonna contact this individual who was at the 
motor compartment, front portion of the vehicle. We both exited our vehicle, our radio 

car.”

Sergeant Parga said they parked the patrol car approximately 15 feet from the stolen 
vehicle. He said he did not have his gun drawn when he exited his vehicle. He said he 
believed Deputy ee the Suspect to “stop” and “come over here.” He said the 
Suspect was wearing a big baggy shirt. 


Sergeant Parga said the Suspect was holding the open hood of the vehicle, but closed 
it when he saw them. He said the suspect, “looked like he was reaching for something 
in his waistband.” He said, “As we exited our vehicle, he looked in our direction. He 
appeared to be startled. He immediately shut the front hood of the vehicle and started 
walking away from us. As he was walking away from us, we called him back to us and 
he immediately started running along the north sidewalk, the north sidewalk in an 
easterly direction towards -- there was a north out — a north/south alley just east of 
Avalon.” 
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Sergeant Parga said the Suspect looked back at them as he ran. He said, “Oh, 
absolutely. He turned in our direction. As a matter of fact, when he started running 
away from the vehicle, it appeared like he was trying to kind of ascertain as to where we 
were at, in other words, kind of like a target acquisition, | felt in my mind, because the 
guy kept reaching towards his waistband. So it was -- it was a luxury that when the guy 
ran in an easterly direction towards the alley that we had some coverage because that 
big trash can that was just to the east of the stolen vehicle.” 


Sergeant Parga said he and Deputy I pursued the Suspect, using the stolen 
vehicle and a large trash bin as cover and concealment. He said, “So he starts running 
towards the alley. When he gets to the mouth of the alley, he -- he’s looking to see 
where we're at. We're both, my partner and I, are running side by side. As we get to 
the mouth of the north/south alley, we see the suspect -- or | see the suspect constantly 
reaching for his waistband. It appears to me that when he’s running that he is trying to 
pull something out and he’s having a hard time because of his shirt or something is kind 
of interfering as he’s running. And as he continued running, he then went northbound. 

| don’t know if | stated that earlier. He went northbound in the alley and he got to the 
second property. There was an open gate on the second property and he ran into this, 
this lot.” 


Sergeant Parga said he thought the Suspect may have been trying to retrieve a gun 
from his waistband. He said, “Well, he was reaching with his hand. | believe it was his 
right hand. He was -- looks like he was trying to pull something out and it was kind of, 
to me, it appeared like it was getting stuck that he couldn't pull whatever he was trying 
to pull out of his waistband out. | -- in my mind, | thought he was trying to pull out a 
gun.” 


Sergeant Parga said they tactically followed the Suspect. He said, “Well, we took -- we 
just kind of took a tactical approach and as we took it wide because we had -- in this 
point, | didn’t want to hug it here because | didn’t know if he was coming this way so we 
took a tactical approach and took it wide so that we were able to cover the angle if he -- 
if he did go down northbound on through the alley. And it was -- it was effective 
because we were coming out here and we were able to see that he was, in fact, 
continuing to run northbound. From that point, so we came here and then we saw the 
(suspect) run into the lot and then that’s when we followed. We paused here (entrance 
to the property) and then we saw the suspect on top of the car and then jump into the 
northwest portion of the lot. 


Sergeant Parga said the Suspect entered a property that contained several parked and 
stored vehicles and believed the property was a mechanic's business. He said he had 
drawn his gun as he arrived in the alley. He said they were telling the Suspect to “stop.” 


Sergeant Parga said he was thinking they would contain the property and they wanted 


to see where the Suspect was running. He said,"So as we're both running side-by-side 
and at this point we're looking more to contain the location. We're not looking to 
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apprehend the guy at all this time because the guy has it -- has a jump on us. As he 
makes it on the lot, we make our way into the gate and we get to -- we actually get to 
the mouth -- the gate, we're kind of assessing to see where this guy, where the suspect 
is, and we see him on top of one of the parked cars on the lot. The suspect, at that 
point, jumps off the vehicle and goes -- runs in a westerly direction and kind of like out 
of our view. At that point, | see my partner we -- we make it to these parked vehicles 
here and right, closest to the gate where we saw the suspect was on top of and then my 
partner gets onto the -- on top of that radio car -- | mean, the radio car, the parked car 
there, to ascertain where he’s at.” 


Sergeant Parga said when he and Deputy {EE approached the property, he was 
thinking they would contain the location and he might have told Deputy not to 
engage then Suspect. He said, “I don’t know if | told him. | think | might have told him 
don't -- don’t -- don’t engage him or something like that. | don’t remember if | did or 
not.” 


Sergeant Parga said he last saw the Suspect when the Suspect was on top of a 
vehicle. He said Deputy IEEE stood on top of another vehicle on the property to try 
to locate the Suspect. He said he then saw and heard Deputy fire his 
weapon. He said, “He was -- he was shooting from where | was at in a downward 
trajectory and downward in a westerly direction. | -- | thought | heard two to three 
shots.” Sergeant Parga said he did not see any other persons in the yard. 


Sergeant Parga said, “After we heard the gunshots, my partner told me the guy was 
running, running westbound over the wall. And then at that point, we took off. | left -- | - 
- | left and then my partner was right behind me and we came back over onto Avalon 
and that’s when he was being detained by the Compton units. When | -- when | got to 
the guy, the Compton unit, | advised him that we were involved in a 998, and | told him 
to put the radio traffic out -- put the radio traffic out. And then | just kind of assisted in 
the coordination of the units coming in.”

They detained the Suspect without incident. See the 
same supplemental report for further information. 
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IAB Note: See Exhibit “A” pages 23-24 fora 
supplemental report authored by Compton Station 
Deputy Fernandez He documented he and 
Deputy Jimenez were conducting a surveillance 
on the stolen SUV and they saw Suspect Clark inside 
and outside of the stolen vehicle. They saw Century 
unit HB attempt to contact the Suspect and they 
saw the Suspect run east on 154" Street toa 
northbound alley and out of view. See the same 
supplemental report for further information. 


Sergeant Parga said when they first saw the Suspect they did not broadcast they where 
going to contact a him. He said, “You know what? This -- it was such a short distance 
from where the vehicle was to where he ran. It was -- it was instantly, and | didn’t have 
time to get on the radio. | was more concerned at that point because | saw him reach in 
his waistband just to focus on his hands and making sure that he wasn’t gonna engage 
us with a gun. It was such a short distance from the initial or initial contact to where he 
ran that we didn’t even have time to get on the radio.” 


Sergeant Parga said it was approximately 20 yards from the stolen vehicle to the gate 
leading into the property off the alley. He said it was approximately 15 seconds from 
the time they first saw the Suspect on 154" Street to when Deputy shot.

She said she then heard 
three gunshots. She said she did not see who fired the gunshots.

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SUSPECT’S STATEMENTS 


Eric Clark 


Suspect Eric Clark was interviewed on July 7, 2010 by Detective Francisco Heredia at 
the scene. The interview was video taped for review. Suspect Clark was also 
interviewed on July 28, 2010 at approximately 1330 hours by IAB sergeants David Bly 
and Brenda Parker. The interview was recorded for review. 


The following is a summary of Suspect Clark’s IAB interview: 


Suspect Clark said he was standing near a SUV when he saw deputies stop their 
vehicle in the street. He said he ran from the deputies because two days ago he was 
stopped by deputies and felt harassed. 


Suspect Clark said, “Because last week we made a police report that we had a stolen 
car in the alley. | reported it. The police came out. Everything was cool. The next day 
the police come out in a patrol car and they don’t even got no fucking badges. They 
walk up on us like, ‘What you all got?’ He pull out my fucking pockets so I’m, like -- My 
girl say, ‘He don’t got no badge on, baby.’ | say, ‘What?’ | look. l'm, like, ‘What's your 
badge number, man?” 


Suspect Clark said, “They were police in police uniform, but they didn’t have no badges 
and they was in a police car. They looked like official police but they had no badges. 
And when | asked the officer, ‘What's your badge number because you're harassing 
me,’ he start backing up and got in his car and smashed off.” 


‘He start backing up to the car and got in his police car and smashed off. So | was 
thinking that dude is the same guy making a routine stop because ten minutes before 
your officer shot at me, a car, patrol car, came through the alley that know me. They -- 
they ran some guys’ names because there was some other guys in the alley, they ran 
their names. ‘Hey, E, how you doing?’ ‘I’m doing all right.’ And then 15 minutes later, 
it’s the police car running upon the fucking curb. So, hell, yeah, | thought something 
was wrong.” 


Suspect Clark said, tonight, he did not see the deputies uniforms or that they were 
driving a black and white patrol car. He said he saw them and ran. He said he did not 
hear any orders to stop. Later Suspect Clark said the deputies told him to freeze before 
he ran. 


Suspect Clark said he did not have a anything in his waistband, but did have a cell 
phone with him as he ran. He said, as quoted from his transcribed interview:

Suspect Clark said he was shot. He said a bullet grazed his right leg and right hand. 
He said he “broke” his nose when surrendered diving on top of a patrol car. He said, “I 
guess when | dived on the top of the car so | could tell them so they could leave me 
alone. Because | jumped, literally, on top of one of the police cars and laid there.” 


IAB Note: IAB investigators saw abrasions on the 
Suspect’s right leg, left wrist and right hand. See 
Exhibit “F” for pictures of Suspect Clark.

The following is a summary Suspect Clark's interview with Detective Heredia. 


Suspect Clark said he was on- he did not steal the SUV. He 
said four male Hispanics dropped the SUV at his fathers shop to have the alternator 
replaced and he was going to preform the repairs. 
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Suspect Clark said two weeks earlier he was shot at by police officers who were not 
displaying any “badges”. He said, tonight, he heard the deputies “swoop up on him.” 

He said he ran because of the earlier contact with the “police” when he was shot at. He 
said he ran east on 154" Street and then north in the alley. He said he was holding a 
cell phone in his hand and holding up his pants as he ran. 


Suspect Clark said he entered his step-father’s business yard and started running and 
jumping on top of the vehicles in the yard. He said he heard a gun shot and jumped 
over the block wall to Avalon Blvd where he was detained by deputies.
